The Railroad and the Town

Specifically mentioned during 
the discussion was the wide- 
spread damage to telephone 
booths, and molestation of pri 
vate property, including rail - 
road depots.

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THIRTY YEARS AGO 

It will be thirty years ago on the First of 
May that Wilmington had its first bank - the 
branches of the Mechanics Savings Bank and the 
Reading Cooperative Bank, in Wilmington Squere. 

To Caleb S. Harriman, Wilmington tanner and 
business man goes the credit of having these 
.banks open their branch in Wilmington, and to 
him, indirectly, many a Wilmingtm family can 
say that they today own their home, for many of 
our homes have been financed thr.agh these two 
institutions. 

The bank building is the same size today, 
but there the comparision would end. In those 
early days there was but one clerk-manager, 
Joseph B. McMahon, who ‘ 
today is still the ma- 
nager of the two bran- 
ches, but now has as- 
sistants to carry on 
the greatly increased 
amount of work. 

Harriman often said, 
in thuse early years, 

"If we can get $500,000 
in deposits we will be 
doing well*. 

Harriman lived to 
see the day when there 
were $500,000 in de- 

sits in the Mechanics 
avings Bank, Wilming- 
ton Branch, and if he 
were alive today he 
would see over $2 mil- 
lions credited to Wil- 
mington savers in the 
Savings Bank alone. 

Those first days of the branch banks saw Mc- 
Mahon not only being the manager, but the clerk 
for both banks, the Reading Municipal Light De- 
partment, and the Wilmington Water Department, 
ell at the same time. Today only banking busi- 
ness is conducted in the bank - the Light De- 
partment and the Water Department billing being 
done elsewhere. 

There have heen other changes too. That 
first bank was quite unsophisticated, if the 
truth were to be told. There was an open count- 
er, and everyone was greeted at face value, at 
least at first. But times were hard, there was 
@ depression on in those early days in the 1930 
decade, and it didn't take long for some of the 
eriminally minded individuals to notice the 
Open counter. 

The first bandit to hold up the bank almost 
but not quite made it.’ He got a goodly sum of

This time it was a clean "get-away' Sev- 
eral thousand dollars were missing as a result 
of that break. 

Then about three weeks later the same bandit 
again robbed the bank building. He was captured 
by Francis S. "Nifty" Hoban, up near Barrows 
Nursery, in North Wilmington. Nifty rammed the 
bandit's get away car with the police cruiser- 
knocked it right over, as a matter of fact, and 
when the bandit came to he was staring into the 
barrell of Nifty's forty-four. 

Nifty, now Deputy Chief of Police got a 
dal for heroism as a result’! cf that clash, 
the robber, who was the son of a respected Me- 
thuen man got a jail sentence. ye cmfessed 
being~the man who had robbed the bank on the 
second occasion. If he hadn't gone back for his 
second attempt he would never have been suspect 
ed. 

Today the bank is perhaps one of the safest 
in the country, as far as bandits are concerne¢ 
Without revealing the secret it is safe to say 
that any would-be bandit would probably end up 
with a bullet in his body, if he attempted to 
hold up the bank today. 

And today the bank gets ready to start its 
thirty first year of service for the people of 
Wilmington - quiet, trustworthy and reliable as 
ever.
